80 Dead, 120,000 Homeless

Eighty persons have been 
killed and more than 120,000 
forced from their homes by the 
floodwaters of one of the most 
destructive storms in the his­ 
tory of the Eastern Seaboard. 
The worst was yet to come 
for some areas as 
record-

Pennsylvania, Maryland, West 
Virginia and Ohio. 
T h o u s a n d s of volunteers 
spent the night caring for the 
homeless in schools, hospitals, 
armories and even a race track 
that served as rescue centers. 
Others searched for the missing 
in sandbagged holes in dikes 
along hundreds of miles of riv­ 
erfront.

Milton J. Shapp estimated the 
cost to Pennsylvania at more 
than $1 billion. Gov. Marvin 
Mandel of Maryland said he 
had never seen such destruc­ 
tion in his life. Gov. Linwood 
Holton said the damage to Vir­ 
ginia was $160 million, making 
the storm the most costly in the 
state’s history. The minimum 
damage estimate in New York 
state was $24 million, including 
$17 million in Allegany County. 
The four states plus Florida 
were declared by President 
Nixon to be disaster areas. 
But the picture was not 
uniformly bleak. The rains that 
for a week soaked the North­ 
east from Virginia to New York 
subsided. Tropical storm Agnes 
which created the disaster was 
absorbed by another weather 
system over central Pennsylva­ 
nia and torrential downpours 
turned into occasional showers. 
Water levels stabilized in 
southern New York and were 
receding at some upriver towns 
in Pennsylvania. 
In some areas, especially 
western Pennsylvania,

control dams were preventing 
more widespread damage. 
But even as the waters re­ 
ceded in some areas, new prob­ 
lems arose. The water filtration

Skyjacker With $502,000 
Hunted In North Indiana 


P E R U , Ind. (AP)—The 
search for a young airline hi­ 
jacker who bailed out over 
north central Indiana before 
dawn was expanded this morn­ 
ing to the waters of Mis- 
sissinewa Reservoir southeast 
of Peru.

A few weeks ago this news­ 
paper published an article writ­ 
ten by Wayne Gale in. regard to 
the man in South Africa who an­ 
nounced plans to sell dog skins 
for the commercial fur market 
This 
story 
apparently 
got 
wide readership and more than 
a little bit of response. 


Lucile Waggoner, president of 
Rush County Humane Society, 
received numerous letters of 
protest and she forwarded these 
on to John Hoyt, president of 
the Humane Society of the Unit­ 
ed States. The following reply 
was sent to Mrs. Waggoner from 
Guy Hodge, field representa­ 
tive; 


“ Because of my familiarity 
with the BtViiiiers S uit plans 
to breed thoroughbred (fogs for 
their skins, Mr. Hoyt requested 
that I acknowledge your recent 
letter. 


“First, I want to thank you 
for your generous donation in 
support of HSUS animal welfare 
programs. At the present time 
the Humane Society of the Unit­ 
ed States is attempting to ex­ 
pand its efforts to protect ani­ 
mals. Your generosity and sup­ 
port will help make this endea­ 
vor possible. 


“While the USHS is a national 
organization and confines its 
work to the United States, its 
territories and possessions, we 
do have a dose association with 
both the World Federation for 


the Protection of Animals and 
the International Society for the 
Protection of Animals. 
“These 
two 
organizations 
launched a campaign which put 
pressure on the South African 
government 
to 
prohibit 
the 
manufacture and sale of dog 
skin coats. 


“On April 5 the South African 
Minister of Agriculture, Dink 
Uys, announced that the gov­ 
ernment had decided to pass 
legislation prohibiting the skin­ 
ning of dogs for their pelts .The 
Minister explained, 
“When 
I 
first heard of the scheme 1 re­ 
garded the whole idea as so 
absurd that 1 could not believe 
the gentleman was in earnest.” 
“Sm.it has now announced his 
intention to raise and slaughter 
the dogs outside of Africa and 
import the hides back into his 
home country. I want to assure 
you that both the WFPA and 
ISPA are prepared to seek leg­ 
islation prohibiting the slaugh­ 
ter of dogs for their hides in 
any European country where 
De Villiers Smit intends to im­ 
plement his idea. 
“I think it important that we 
concentrate our efforts on pre­ 
vent tog the siaugher of these 
animals, both for humanitarian 
reasons and because most gov­ 
ernmental conservation agencies 
do not have authority to pro­ 
hibit the importation of skins 
from animals which are not con­ 
sidered endangered species.”

The bureaucrats backed off. Not much 
maybe. 
But enough to provide some 
room for discussion and compromise. 
The issue was and still is the amount 
of free care to be provided at hospitals 
which accepted federal Hill-Burton act 
funds for construction since 1946. The 
Congress renewed the act only a year ago 
and left the language reading “a reason­ 
able am ount of free care.” The D epart­ 
ment of Health. Education and Welfare 
came up with a figure that would have 
cost nearly a quarter-million dollars a 
year here, then late this week its policy 
m akers backed off'. 
Robert Borczon, administrator of the 
Bartholomew county hospital which used 
Hill-Burton dollars, thinks the bureau­ 
cratic retreat from the high figure may 
not am ount to much. “They can reduce 
it,” he pointed out. “and that means 
thev can raise it later.” 
We think the only solution still is 
Congressional review* with the elected 
representatives establishing a clearer 
picture of what they mean by “reason­ 
able am ount of free care.” 
The news story in The Republic to re­ 
port the hospital rule change also car­ 
ried word of Congressional action to cor­ 
rect the Occupational Health and Safety 
act, eliminating small businesses with 25 
or fewer employes. We think Congress 
m ight best reconsider the Hill-Burton 
a c t’s language as well. 
In the meantime, the HEW bureau 
will be issuing a new set of compromise 
guidelines in the Federal Register before 
July 1. Local hospital officials will have 
no official word on the situation until 
then.

DEAR COMMANDER: 
No conflict in this century 
has created such division among 
our people as the war in Viet­ 
nam. As the eight of national 
opimm 
often 
turned 
heavily 
against our commitment there, 
the tough decisions that were 
necessary to bring our involve­ 
ment to an end, and to do so 
in a responsible way. became 
¿increasingly more difficult. 
That is why I would like to 
take this opportunity to let you 
know how important your firm 
and unfailing support has been. 
You have not only bolstered 
the morale of our troops but, 
as I can assure you from my 
recent, trips abroad, you have 
also helped to make the for­ 
eign policy of the United State 
much 
more 
creditble in the 
eves of other nations. 
Each time that a difficult de­ 
cision has been made with re- 
spect to Vietnam, including my 
most 
recent 
decision, 
many 
Americans have urged that we 
abandon our commitment, that 
despite the thousands of Ameri­ 
cans who have fought and died 
to achieve an honorable resolu­ 
tion to the conflict, that Ameri­ 
ca simply give up and get out. 
Veterans 
organizations 
have 
never done so. To the contrary, 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars 
has been in the forefront of sup­ 
port for whatever action was re ­ 
quired to protect our remaining 
troops as we withdraw from 
Vietnam, to secure the release 
of our prisoners-of-war, and to 
bar the North Vietnamese from 
taking by force what they can­ 
not win in any other way. 
On, May 8, I announced what 
may prove to be the most diffi­ 
cult decision of my Presidency. 
Since that time, I have heard 
from 
many 
members of the 
VFW, and I am gratified that 
once again your response to our 
efforts to bring this war to an 
early and honorable end has 
been overwehlemingly suppor­ 
tive. 
Just as there have been pres­ 
sures which made my own de­ 
cisions more difficult, I know 
that there also have been pres­ 
sures which made your support 
of those decisions much hard­ 
er. In spite of this, you have 
always been ready to stand up 
for what had to be done. As 
President, I am grateful be­ 
cause of what your support has 
meant to the country; as Com­ 
mander-in-chief, I am grateful 
because of what it has meant to 
our fighting men themselves.
